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Bishop Maher completes ad l/imina visit 


Confers with pope, 
attends up-date...

One of the first things Bishop Leo T. 
Maher did upon his return to San Diego 
from a month-long theological 
consultation in Rome was reduce a stack 
of hand-written notes into five 
typewritten pages that were photo-copied 
and shared with every active priest of the 
diocese. : : 


For Bishop Maher, who joined 90 other 
U.S. bishops for the consultation, the stay 
in Rome was two-fold: a renewal in 
sacramental theology ‘‘in the much larger 
Christological and ecclesiological 
dimension,’’ and the required once- 
every-five-years ad limina visit with the 


pope. 


BISHOP MAHER has three times 
before made an ad limina visit to the Holy 
See — once as bishop of Santa Rosa, in 
Northern California, and then twice as 
bishop of San Diego; all were with Pope 
Paul VI. 


Although he had already met Pope 
John Paul II several times, the Sept. 9 
meeting at Castelgandolfo was Bishop 
Maher’s first ad limina with the current 
pontiff. His last meeting with Pope John 
Paul was just two weeks before the pope 
was shot and wounded in a May 1981 
assassination attempt in St. Peter’s 
Square. 


Does John Paul show any evidence of 
the shooting or his long convalescence? 
““He must be in the greatest of health or 
he couldn’t keep up his schedule,’’ said 
Bishop Maher, adding that the pope does

DES MOINES, Iowa (NC) — Bishop 
Maurice Dingman of Des Moines was 
abducted by two men during a robbery 
attempt Oct. 8 and released unharmed in the 
early morning Oct. 9, he reported to police. 

While the two men, who were apparently 
smoking marijuana, held him and drove more 
than 100 miles to Waterloo, Iowa, he kept the 
car from hitting bridges twice by grabbing the 
steering wheel, the bishop said. 

Although Des Moines police were still 
searching for the two men Oct. 9, Bishop 
Dingman, 69, had not pressed formal charges 
against them, a Des Moines Diocese 
spokeswoman said. 

The bishop told police he pulled his 1978 
Oldsmobile into a convenience store filling 
station near his home for gas Oct. 8 about 
10:30 p.m. and went into the store to pay the 
clerk. 

“Then I got back in my car and a face 
appeared over the back seat,’’ the bishop told 
the Des Moines Register. ‘‘I was shocked, to 
say the least,’’ said the bishop, who underwent 
seven-bypass heart surgery in August 1981. 

The intruder was joined by another man 
and they drove away with the bishop between 
them.

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Cardinal Cooke dies at 62: ‘All life is beautiful’ 


NEW YORK (NC) — Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York, 62, who 
headed both the Archdiocese of New York 
and the U.S. Military Vicariate, died of 
acute leukemia Oct. 6. He was 62. 

One of the most well-known and 
influential members of the American 
hierarchy, Cardinal Cooke died at his 
residence in New York at 4:45 a.m., the 
archdiocese announced. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT said he 
died ‘‘peacefully...in the shadow of his 
beloved Cathedral of St. Patrick.”’ 


Less than a day before the cardinal’s 
death Father Peter Finn, director of 
communications for the archdiocese, said 
Cardinal Cooke was offering the pain of 
his leukemia ‘‘as a beautiful gift for 
others.”’ 


“That might sound a little bit staged, 
but that’s the way the man feels,’’ said 
Father Finn. 


SINCE 1968 Cardinal Cooke headed 
both the nearly two million member 
archdiocese and the even larger Military 
Vicariate, the worldwide See whose 
members include American Catholics in 
the armed forces and their dependents. 


In 1975, Cardinal Cooke became 


chairman of the U.S. bishops’ Committee 
for Pro-Life Activities. In that capacity,

Church needs a ‘clearer 
vision’ of deacons’ roles

ALCALA PARK — The Church 
needs a ‘‘clearer vision’’ of the role of 
deacon, so California diaconate directors 
recently agreed to spend the next year 
drafting a statement aimed at making 
things less cloudy. 

Twenty-two people from eight 
California dioceses met Sept. 21-23 for a 
Region XI Deacon Directors meeting at 
St. Francis Seminary. 


“‘THE PRACTICAL outcome of this 
meeting is we’re trying to come up with a 
joint vision (of the diaconate),’’ said

For now, the southern cluster — 


directors from San Diego, Orange, Los. 


Angeles and San Bernardino — will write 
a two-part document on_ the 
theological/theoretical aspects of the 
diaconate and the ‘‘practical’’ side. 


THIS DIOCESE will help with the 
first part: why we have deacons, who they 
are, what type of spirituality the men are 
called to, the wife’s involvement in a 
deacon’s ministry and the theology of the 
diaconate. 


The second part of the document, not 
directly in the hands of this diocese, will 
deal with the history of the diaconate in 
California, ministries, the formation of 
community among deacons, among other 
things. 

Permanent deacons often don’t have a 
community of fellow deacons, Father 
Duncanson said. After ordination, any

oppose abortion. 


Calling the days of his illness a ‘‘grace- 
filled period of my life,’’ Cardinal Cooke, 
as he was dying, urged Catholics to 
defend life in all its forms. 

SVT IS: at= times. that) life ,is 
threatened,’’ he wrote in a pastoral letter 
read in all churches of the New York 
archdiocese Oct. 9, ‘‘that the Lord gives 


‘us a special grace to appreciate the ‘gift of 


life’ more deeply.’’ He urged Catholics to 
“‘rededicate your efforts for the sanctity of 
all human life’? during Respect Life 
Month in October. 


Alluding twice to his own illness, the 
cardinal affirmed the ‘‘gift of life,’’ and 
called on Catholics to defend life in their 
daily lives and public institutions. 


“Tt is tragic that in our time, concepts 
which are disastrous to the well-being of 
God’s human family — _ abortion, 
euthanasia and infanticide — are falsely 
presented as useful and even respectable 
solutions to human family and social 
problems,”’ the cardinal wrote. 


HUMAN LIFE, he said, is often 


viewed as “‘inconvenient or unwanted.’’ 


“From the depths of my being, I urge 
you to reject this anti-life, anti-child, anti- 
human view of life and to oppose with all 
your strength the deadly technologies of 


“‘Cardinal Cooke’s death will be 
mourned throughout the world because 
of his great service to the military. He 
was, indeed, a true shepherd of his 
people, beloved and devoted to them. 
His voice was constantly raised in 
defense of the unborn. He will be 
remembered for his insistence on their 
right to life. He will be remembered by 
all his friends as a devoted churchman 
who gavé all his strength to the service 
of his priestly life.”’

United States should form 
diplomatic ties with Vatican 


It is time for the U.S. government to cast aside the old 
bugaboo and establish formal diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican. It does not make good sense that in this day and 
age the U.S. should be one of the few countries in the world 
which does not have such diplomatic ties with the Holy 
See. 


Currently the question is being considered in the U.S. 
government on at least two fronts. In Congress, a House 
joint resolution, sponsored by Rep. Clement Zablocki, 
chairman of the House Foreign Affairs Committee, would 
repeal an 1867 law prohibiting expenditure of funds for 
formal U.S. diplomatic relations with the Vatican. Also, a 
source at the State Department recently said, ‘‘we have the 
issue under consideration.”’ 


It remains to be seen what will develop from either or 
both of these initiatives. But one thing is almost a certainty: 
there will be voices crying out — as they have been for 
years — that the U-S. has no business establishing formal 
ties with the Holy See. 


The argument has been made that official relations 
would constitute an ‘‘establishment of religion’’ by the 
U.S. government in violation of the First Amendment. 


This makes no sense at all, either from a practical or 
legal standpoint. 


Establishing diplomatic relations with a state does not 
mean acceptance of what that state stands for. It only 
means an agreement to exchange ambassadors. The 
Vatican, besides being a religious entity, is also an 
independent state. 


The constitutional question seems almost absurd. The 
Constitution gives the president power to conduct the 
nation’s foreign policy, and the Supreme Court has 
underscored this in several decisions. The Constitution 
says nothing about the type of states involved in diplomatic 
ties. 


Having ties with the Vatican does not amount to an 
‘‘establishment of religion’’ because the diplomatic action 
does not involve giving any official recognition to the 
Catholic Church. The diplomatic ties would be between 
sovereign states (United States and Vatican Gity), not 
between the U.S. and the Catholic religion. 


There are advantages to having formal diplomatic 
relations with the Vatican. The Vatican is an important 
listening post in the world and can be a valuable source of 
information for our country. 


Harry Truman was the last U.S. president who tried to 
establish diplomatic relations between the United States 
and the Vatican. His attempt, in 1951, failed in the wake of 
a storm of protest. 


That was 32 years ago. The world has changed a lot 
since then, especially with the interdependence among 
nations and the growth of nuclear stockpiles which threaten 
peace and the very existence of the human race. 


This is not a time for any diplomatic channels to be 
closed. Instead, the more channels we can open, the better 
are the chances for avoiding a holocaust that could destroy 
the human race as we know it.

How much authority should the 
Internal Revenue Service have to audit 
churches and church-related 
organizations, particularly at a time when 
tax protesters are using phony churches to 
shelter their income? 


That is the question facing Congress as 
it considers a proposed ‘‘Church Audit 


Procedures Act’’ introduced in both the . 


House and Senate to establish stricter 
rules for IRS audits of churches. The bill 
passed its first legislative hurdle recently 
when a Senate subcommittee held a 
hearing on the issue. 


Few would deny that the IRS has at 
least limited authority to inspect church 
books and procedures when there is the 
possibility that the church is being used 
for illegitimate purposes, such as a tax 
avoidance scheme or to make its leader 


rich. But how those audits take place has, 


been a sensitive church-state issue 
because such audits can go to the heart of 
religious freedom and can raise questions 
of government control of religion. 


Both Congress and some church 
leaders thought they had the problem 
solved in 1969 when new safeguards for 
IRS audits of churches were enacted as 
part of a decision supported by church 
groups to begin taxing the unrelated 
business income of churches. 


But supporters of the new proposal say - 
the protections Congress intended to give 
to churches in the 1969 legislation were 
not spelled out clearly enough. The new 
proposal, they say, would clear up 
ambiguities in the present law and impose 
needed restrictions that would not affect 
the tax agency’s ability to crack down on 
tax cheaters posing as church ministers. 


According to an analysis prepared by 
the congressional Joint Committee on 
Taxation, present law allows the IRS to 
audit churches only for specific reasons, 
such as to determine that the church is 
eligible for tax-exempt status or the 
amount of the church’s unrelated 
business income. The IRS also must 
provide special advance notice to 
churches, and the examination itself must 
be limited to a determination of whether 
an organization actually is a church. 


The new proposal, according to the 
committee analysis, would add several 
further restrictions. It would prevent IRS 
‘fishing expeditions’? by allowing 
investigations only if the agency actually 
possessed evidence that the church is 
engaged in taxable activities or is not 
qualified for tax exemption. 


The proposed legislation among other 
things also would give churches the 
opportunity for face-to-face meetings with 
IRS representatives prior to an audit to 
work out any problems, and would place 
time limits on the length of IRS 
investigations and the number of years of 
church activity that could be audited. 


At the hearing by the Senate 
subcommittee on IRS oversight chaired 
by Sen. Charles E. Grassley (R-Iowa) the 
Reagan administration signaled support 
for the bill but cautioned that some of its 
provisions could affect IRS’s efforts to 
catch tax protesters who shelter their 


incomes by creating organizations 


purporting to be churches. 


The administration official, Ronald A. 
Pearlman, deputy assistant secretary for 
tax policy at the Treasury Department, 
warned for instance that advance notice to 
churches of the kind of evidence the IRS 
possesses could give unscrupulous 
taxpayers the opportunity to manufacture 
or destroy other evidence or to intimidate 
government witnesses. 


Rep. Mickey Edwards (R-Okla.), 
prime sponsor of the legislation in the 
House, said that supporters of the bill 
merely want the religious freedom of 
legitimate churches to be assured.

Pope 
Speaks 


Telegram to Walesa 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II sent a telegram 
Oct. 5 to Polish labor leader Lech Walesa, congratulating him for 
winning the Nobel Peace Prizé. 


‘“On the occasion of your winning the Nobel Peace Prize, I 
wish to send you my tordial congratulations,’’ the pope said. 


‘*A particular eloquence is gained by the fact that the prize also 
rewarded the will and efforts undertaken to resolve the difficult 
problems of the working world and of Polish society, through the 
peaceful method of sincere dialogue and reciprocal cooperation of 
everybody,”’ the telegram said. 


‘Tn such a spirit I formulate my wishes and continually pray to 
God that this idea, deeply rooted in the evangelical law of love 
and so close to the conscience of our nation and of all men who 
love peace, may become for every society and for all humanity an 
effective way to confront and resolve tensions,”’ the pope added. 


The text of the telegram was released by the Vatican several 
hours after the prize was announced in Oslo, Norway. The pope 
did not mention the award during his weekly audience in St. 
Peter’s Square earlier on Oct. 5. 


In the English language portion of his audience, the pope said: 
‘«At the present time, the Synod of Bishops is taking place here in 
Rome, and the topic of the discussions is reconciliation and 
penance in the mission of the Church. The synod is seeking to 
deepen the church’s understanding and fidelity to what St. Paul 
writes about in the reading which we have listened to this 
morning: ‘God through Christ reconciled us to Himself and gave 
us the ministry of reconciliation.’ As the work of the synod 
unfolds, I ask you to pray with me for its success, so that the 
Church might better fulfill her mission of proclaiming the mercy 
of God and of fostering spiritual renewal and reconciliation.”

With the beginning of the RENEW Process in our diocese has 
come a heightened awareness of and interest in the prayerful and 
authentic celebration of the Sunday Eucharist. It is therefore my 
intention to present a series of articles addressing the many 
components necessary for good liturgy. Some of my observations 
are based on the recommendations of Fr. Eugene Walsh, the 
nationally known liturgist who has just completed a series of 
presentations throughout the diocese. Other comments are the 
fruit of course work, reading and personal reflection on 11 years 
of pastoral experience as presider/celebrant for the Sunday 
Assembly. 


First of all, liturgy is the public work of all the baptized. It is 
not the private, personal domain of the priest, deacon, reader, 
organist, altar server, folk group leader, usher or the person in 
the very last pew! Each person has his or her own proper part to 
play in the Eucharistic celebration. Some are called from the 
assembly in a ministry of leadership: priest-celebrant, deacon, 
cantor, choir, etc. Others share their gifts in service to the 
community through the proclamation of the Word or the 
communion of the altar as Special Ministers of the Eucharist. 


There are no ‘‘mere spectators.’’ Each and everyone of us is 
called by virtue of his/her baptism to listen attentively, respond 
enthusiastically, (through prayer, song and, at times, silence) 
and exercise the Gospel virtue of hospitality. 


Since all of us, ordained and lay, are bound by the imperative 
of hospitality (‘I was a stranger and you welcomed me.”’ 
Matthew 25:35) we might do well to ask ourselves what we 
personally do to make the Sunday assembly. warm and more 
inviting. For instance, when was the last time I introduced myself 
to someone I didn’t know (either a visitor or someone I’ve seen 
for years!)? When was the last time I told someone what a joy it 
was to share the Sunday celebration with them? When was the 
last time I thanked the reader(s) for proclaiming the Word with 
conviction and enthusiasm? Or the cantor, choir, or music group 
for leading the music so necessary for good liturgical celebration? 
Or the usher for his/her smile and remembering my name? Or 
the priest for the words which touched my heart and made the 
message live? 


The Second Vatican Council convened almost 20 years ago. If 
we’ve learned anything since then it is that renewal in liturgy or 
in life must come from within. Are we willing to rise to the 
challenge?

I suppose at one time or another we all make fools of 
ourselves. Whether:our particular yen is for love, power, 
success or simply attention, it is quite likely that at some 
point we will jeopardize what is of real value in our lives 
by- startlingly adolescent attitudes and actions. In other 
words, we behave inappropriately or downright foolishly. 


Age is no defense against this odd fall from grace — in 
fact it seems to increase its possibility! We speak of men 
‘‘in their dotage’’ and women ‘‘at change of life,’’ but 
what we are doing is rationalizing, trying to categorize 
uncharacteristic — or what appears to be uncharacteristic 
— behavior, behavior we cannot understand — until we 
trip into it ourselves! And maybe not even then. 


SINCE RELATIONSHIPS are the most important 
part of our lives, the way in which we learn about 
ourselves and make sense out of life, our aberrations are 
silliest and most damaging in this area. Whether our 
commitment is to God or to a spouse, unfaithfulness of 
any kind can harm both us and others most seriously. We 
know this. We can observe and deplore this kind of 


behavior in others and yet flirt with infidelity ourselves. 


I suppose, whatever our chronological age, adolescence 
lingers on into old age, tilting at rebellion, retreating from 
commitment, grabbing compulsively and selfishly for new

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experience, and utterly confusing our ordered lives or, 
eventually, actually threatening them. 


For long periods it seems that we are able to keep the 
adolescent under control — usually when we are striving 
towards some goal and trying to be: whatever it is 
necessary to be to achieve it. But when the goal is attained 
or near at hand, and the dedication relaxes somewhat, 
apparently it seems safe to indulge that restless self. 
Innocently, or course, and with great self-justification and 
possibly a certain arrogant assurance that we will never 
allow things to get out of control! 


I HAVE often felt that this is the reason people leave 
the Church or turn away from God in their later years. 
They follow the rules, observe what is mandatory, are 
reasonably obedient and God-fearing for years, 
sometimes as an insurance against time of need, 
sometimes through fear, sometimes in genuine belief. But 
again and again along the way, there is this flirtation with 
infidelity, this testing of limits, this adolescent rebellion 
and self-justification. And then, when life grows more 
difficult, or more comfortable and less stressful, it does 
not take a great stride backwards to succumb to what has 
been tempting them all their lives. 


Unfortunately for Christ, to succeed in its mission of 
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Why flirt with infidelity? 


transforming the world and reconciling all men to God, 
Christianity has need of mature people. It has need of 
people who have grown aware of their lurking adolescent 
and can recognize his or her seductive tugs towards 
immaturity and who could respond as to any importunate 
youth — patiently, firmly but not permissively. 


We do not need to be ashamed to acknowledge our 
adolescent — after all, he or she is a fact of life and we 
only meet on their level when we refuse to recognize their 
presence and the lingering power they have over us. If it is 
‘“‘not I but Christ in.me’’ who is responsible for the good 
that I am, then perhaps we may be allowed to claim that it 
is ‘‘not I but the child in me’’ that so often thwarts it? 


RECOGNIZING THAT engaging, attractive and 
unwise psychic companion, for what he or she is, we may 
learn to keep our place, smile at the ingenuous 
invitations, pat them on their heads and send them on 
their way — with our integrity relatively intact. And that, 
if we usher self-pity out with them, can do marvels for 
self-esteem! 


Childhood is great — in its place. Adolescence is fine — 
in its place. But maturity is marvellous and it has a place 
everywhere and in everything. Why play around with 
less? 


Prince of the Church 


It irritates when the media speaks of a cardinal as 
‘Prince of the Church.’’ The implication is that he lives 
as a prince, in elegance and style. The late Cardinal 
Cooke of New York was a prince of the Church in a 
different way. 


Some years ago this author attended a meeting of 
bishops at which Cardinal Cooke was also present. 
Shortly after noon, at the Washington National Airport, 
Cardinal Cooke took this novice in hand and guided him 
through the maze of boarding the New York shuttle 
plane. On board, the cardinal sat alongside. He sought an

delighted when this amateur, chairman of the USCC 
Communications Committee, praised the Cardinal for 
creating this new tool for the Gospel message. 


_IN NEW YORK, he asked me to have lunch with him.

Visions of a grand meal served in his residence, just he 
and I, time for more conversation! 


So imagine the surprise as we wandered through the 
shuttle terminal at La Guardia Airport, the Cardinal

leading and his luncheon guest, a bit dismayed, following 
to the self-service lunch counter where pre-packaged food 
could be obtained. Sandwiches and diet drinks were the 
fare, and he paid for it all. 


Where would we eat? In the terminal on uncomfortable 
benches? The cardinal anticipated that; ‘“The director of 
the Propagation of the Faith in my diocese is going to 
meet me with a car. Let’s see if he’s there.’’ Clutching a 
turkey sandwich and the diet Pepsi, plus a valise, this 
writer followed the Prince of the Church. 


THERE IT WAS: a dreamed-of, highly-anticipated 
lunch with the great cardinal; he in the front seat of a car 
munching simple fare in between conversation, with this 
columnist in the back. The prelate spoke to his priest- 
driver about a problem the archdiocese would tackle — 
that of the ‘‘bag ladies.’? Next day he would ask the 
mayor of New York to provide better temporary housing 
possibilities for these people of the streets. That matter 
was important to him and he spoke strongly about it. 
When the ‘‘sumptuous banquet”’ had been finished, the 
priest-driver and this correspondent each offered to take 


Test tube babies — 


Pius XII addressed clearly the absolute inseparability of 
the unitive and procreative dimensions of marital 
intimacy, an inseparability also taught by the Second 
Vatican Council in its Pastoral Constitution on the 
Church in the Modern Word nn. 48-51. 


This teaching desires to safeguard the values of the (a) 
human expression involved in the (b) sexual intimacy of 
husband and wife because of the (c) inseparability of the 
unitive and procreative aspects of human sexuality. The 
teaching guards against allowing marriage to become 
converted into a biological laboratory. 


THE THEOLOGICAL community shares these 
concerns, while generally evaluating zn vitro fertilization as 
morally acceptable. This ‘‘moral acceptability’’ hinges, 
however, on the certain presence of clear criteria: e.g., 
the presence of some deficiency in the parents which 
physically prevents normal fertilization; the use of only 
one ovum; the necessity of implantation within 14 days. 


The theological community tends to conclude, if these 
and other criteria are met, that in vitro fertilization is not 
so much a ‘‘replacement’”’ for sexual intercourse as it is 
another ‘‘form of completion’’ for sexual intercourse. 


We began to note the outstanding ethical question, 
first, the clear teaching of the church that human life is 
present from the moment of fertilization and the 
consequent ethical problem of discarding fertilized ova. 


A SECOND problem concerns possible fetal damage 
and deformity after embryo transfer has taken place. 


Many would see no problem here and simply say, abort 
and start over. 


This conclusion is not acceptable on the obvious 
grounds that human life is present here. In addition, 
however, there is another profound ethical problem 
present: an experimental procedure was‘ undertaken to 
help parents and all the risk is being taken by the child, 
without that child’s consent or any possibility of consent. 
This latter problem has not yet been adequately faced. 


A third problem concerns’ donor insemination. 
Statistics indicate that many thousands of women in the 
U.S. have been artificially inseminated by donor sperm. 
This indicates a growing cultural tolerance of this 
practice. 


THIS REPRESENTS a ‘‘third-party intrusion”’ into 
the psychosexual intimacy of a couple and cannot be 
condoned in any way. Karl Rahner writes of donor 
insemination, ‘‘...it transfers procreation, isolated and 
torn from its human matrix, to an area outside man’s 
sphere of intimacy’’ (Theological Investigations, IX, 146). 


Acceptance of donor insemination leads necessarily to 
acceptance of donor zn vitro fertilization, which will easily 
lead to the acceptance of surrogate or host wombs (already 
argued in the California legislature in the Surrogate 
Parent Act, AB-3771). 


A fourth problem concerns a shift in mentality, as John 
T. Noonan has so masterfully demonstrated in his book, 
A Private Choice (1970). It is easier than we think to begin 


the paper coverings to the nearest receptacle. The 
cardinal said that since the refuse container was on his 
side, he would do it. 


The term ‘‘Prince of the Church’’ has more than one 
meaning. Cardinal Cooke was indeed a prince. He 
treated a junior bishop with attention, interest, concern, 
with no airs or mannerisms, nor insistence on: ‘‘Your 
Eminence.’’ He was genuinely interested in seeking 
another’s opinion on some of his works and projects. 


Let others speak of past princes of the Church. About 
Terence Cardinal Cooke, this personal experience may 
give witness about him to all who possess or aspire to lead 
in the Church. Cardinal Cooke took seriously Christ’s 
command that if anyone would be His servant, he must 
serve others. That ‘‘luncheon’’ with the Cardinal of New 
York was a high point, a time of revelation. There is pain 
to know that now the servant of Christ, Cardinal Cooke, 
served in another way, as an example of patience in 
suffering, of fortitude in pain and of serenity and peace as 
he prepared to meet his Lord. In that too, he is a prince.

to view the human zygote merely as a ‘‘product’’ and the 
child as a ‘‘consumer.item.’’ We must warn against this 
profound depersonalization, especially as parents 
employing the in vitro process desire a ‘‘perfect’’ baby. 


A FIFTH problem concerns ethical options on the use 
of money. Presently, the health-care delivery system in 
the U.S. is not meeting the needs of rural communities, 
the poor and minorities. 


At the same time; an enormous amount of money is 
being spent on enlarging breasts, removing facial 
wrinkles, etc. The medical profession is more and more 
treating the desires of people. Should we be doing this 
when basic needs go unmet? 


This becomes more complicated when we see the fact 
that 1.3 million legal abortions are performed per year, 
mostly on healthy babies. 


MEDICAL PROGRESS is important and necessary; 
but we must decide what progress means before we 
endorse it. We must stop implementing new technology 
until the moral implications have been thoroughly 
considered. 

We end by re-stating the quotation mentioned in the 
first article ‘‘Progress is a great thing, but not all progress 
is good for man’’ (Albino Luciani, 1978). 

We should not condemn in vitro fertilization in any sort 
of sweeping manner; nor should we bless it unreservedly. 
We must approach the whole area with extreme caution.

receiving’ from the priest, from his 


fellow Jesuits and from God. 


AFTER HIS faith was buttressed he 
began to share that faith. ‘‘Faith reaches 
its fullness...when it is the love of God 
made present in loving people,’’ he said. 
He quoted James, who said in Scripture, 
“‘Faith without works is dead.”’ 


Another step in faith, the Jesuit said, is 
allowing personal and social consciences 
to grow. A “‘social conscience’’ or. ‘‘social 
morality’? involves sin, grace and 
examination of conscience, he added. 


Policies in any structure that violate the 
God-given equality of men are ‘‘social 
sins.’’ ‘‘Social grace’? comes from 
systems that build up the dignity of man 
— such as fair businesses with just 
policies, he said. 


AN EXAMINATION of a person’s 
“social conscience’’ involves asking if we 
are enslaved to something that makes us 
less than we should be, he said. ‘‘Do we 
consider ourselves to be superior to others 
because of race, sex, economic status?”’

Any unjust system where we work or 
play that we don’t work to resolve should 
be faced in an examination of conscience, 
he said. 


The basic question a man should ask 
himself is ‘‘Does my faith lead me to work 
for a more just society?’’ Father Oliva 
said. 


A ‘“‘CONVERSION to compassion”’ 
allows people to “‘see family as beyond 
our. immediate family,’’ he said. One 
should never neglect his own family to 
‘‘save the world,’’ he said, but should 
give as much time as possible to others. 


Jesus is the model for compassion, he 
said. Christ touched lepers, blind men 
and other outcasts. Compassion, a gift 
from God, means following Christ’s lead 
and ‘‘voluntarily putting yourself into a 
place where you don’t feel comfortable.”’ 

“Living out our faith means allowing 


our conscience to grow,’’ Father Oliva 
said.

"83 synod puts focus on

The 1983 world Synod of Bishops is calling new 
attention to the Catholic Church’s renewed rites of 
penance. 

Here is an overview of what they are talking about as 
the month-long assembly at the Vatican of more than 200 
of the world’s bishops debates the relative values of the 
second rite over the first or the first over the third, or even 
suggests new forms of celebrating the sacrament. 


THE NEW Rite of Penance, following the Second 


Vatican Council’s mandate for reform of the Church’s 


liturgical rites, was issued by the Holy See in December 
1973. In March 1975 the English translation was 
approved. 


Before that there was only one rite for the sacrament of 
penance: individual confession with individual 
absolution. The extraordinary form of absolution without 
individual confession was not considered a separate rite, 
but basically a pastoral response to an emergency 
situation in which a person or group of persons were in 
danger of death without reception of the sacrament 
because circumstances made confession impossible. 


The revised ritual provides for three separate forms or 
rites of penance. It also expresses a preference for calling 
penance the ‘‘sacrament of reconciliation.”’ 


THE FIRST of these rites is that of individual 
confession and individual absolution. It is most similar to 
the ordinary rite of penance as it was celebrated before the 
reforms, although some elements have been changed to 


’ reflect greater emphasis on aspects of faith, prayer, 


reconciliation, healing and dialogue in the sacrament. 


In the new rite the penitent may confess either 
anonymously, with the traditional screen between him 
and the priest, or seated face-to-face with the priest. 


In the second rite of reconciliation, individual 
confession and absolution take place within the 
framework of a communal celebration. Such communal 
penance services are common in U.S. parishes 
particularly in the church’s penitential seasons of Lent 
and Advent. ; 


THE COMMUNAL penance service opens with song 
and prayer, followed by a liturgy of the word — Scripture 
readings and a homily — and a period of reflection. The 
then prays together, making a general 
confession of sinfulness and praying a litany and the Our 


After the Our Father members of the assembly may go 
to confession to priests stationed around the church, and 
each receives his penance and is individually absolved. 
‘Collective absolution by a number of priests or general 
absolution by one priest is not permitted in this rite,’’ says 
a study text on the new rite by the U.S. Bishops’ 
Committee on the Liturgy. 


The communal rite concludes with common prayers 
and songs of thanksgiving and a blessing by the presiding 
priest. 


THE THIRD rite, which has evoked the most 
controversy in recent years, is that of general absolution 
without individual confession of sins. Emphasizing that 
individual confession and absolution is the ordinary form 
of the sacrament of penance, the Church has established 
strict rules for the use of general absolution and strict 
conditions on the circumstances under which it can be 


allowed. 


One of the rules is that penitents who receive absolution 
from serious sin in that form must go to confession at the 
earliest opportunity and confess any serious sins from 
which they were absolved by general absolution. 


The third rite is like the second, except that general 
absolution replaces individual confession and absolution. 


WHILE SOME bishops have argued for broader use 
of the third rite, often emphasizing its pastoral value for 
reconciling lapsed or alienated Catholics, others have 
refused to use it even in circumstances where it may be 
legitimate, citing the pastoral confusion that can result 
from the rite and the potential for its abuse.

‘Clarify confusion on mortal sin’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 1983 world Synod of 
Bishops should try to clarify the confusion about what 
constitutes serious sin and what constitutes Catholic 
moral absolutes, Auxiliary Bishop Austin Vaughan of 
New York said Oct. 4. 


Bishop Vaughan, speaking in the name of the U.S. 
bishops, urged the synod to ‘‘face the pastoral question of 
how frequent — or dangerous — mortal sin is for people 
in our day.”’ 


HE ALSO said the synod should ‘“‘face the pastoral 
question of the effect had on the sacrament of penance by 
dissent as to the binding force of practical norms, and 
what can be done about it.”’ 

The synod was also asked to ‘‘look to providing some 
casuistry to help confessors in areas that are troublesome 
right now.”’ 

Bishop Vaughan said, ‘‘It is not hard for most people to 
live with being told that there is no one Catholic position 
on a given matter, so they are free to reach their own 


conclusions within the framework of Christian principles. 
But it is intolerable for people to be told that they need 
not, or to be told by one authority that they are forbidden 
to do something, and by another that they may do it. In 
cases of this kind, many people stop seeking or accepting 
guidance at all.”’ 


AFTER SPEAKING on behalf of the U.S. hierarchy, 
Bishop Vaughan offered a personal view. 


‘*T believe that the decline in the number of confessions 
is also tied in with a diminished sense of sin, of the need 
for redemption and of the need for the mediation of the 
church to receive forgiveness for sin,’’ he said. 


He added that the decline is based on ‘‘a presumption 
that everyone or almost everyone will go to heaven’’ and 
the questioning of the reality of hell.’’ 

‘““WE NEED a clear teaching on how real we think 
mortal sin is,’’ said Bishop Vaughan. 

“Tf we already have a clear teaching on this matter, 
then we need an effective apologetic for it,’’ he said. 


‘Re-instill authentic mind-frame’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — People do not appreciate 
the sacrament of penance because they do not have a 
‘‘sacramental frame of mind,’’ Cardinal Joseph L. 
Bernardin of Chicago told the world Synod of Bishops 
Oct. 3. 


Speaking in the name of the U.S. bishops’ conference 
in the first intervention by an American at the synod, 
Cardinal Bernardin declared: ‘‘One basic factor 
accounting for present-day problems concerning the 
sacrament of penance is precisely a decline among many 
Catholics in their sense of sacrament — not only their 
appreciation of this sacrament, but their appreciation of 
the sacramental system generally and their 
comprehension of the ‘sacramental character of the 
Church.”’ 


“RENEWAL OF the sacrament of penance must 
therefore include — indeed, must be based on — efforts 
to re-instill in Catholics an authentically ‘sacramental’ 
frame of mind,’’ he added. 

Cardinal Bernardin linked the sacrament of penance to 
the very meaning of the Church and stressed that the 
Church must act ‘‘as spiritual guide, as proclaimer of the 
message of forgiveness and peace, as agent of reparation, 
and as judge of the signs of authentic conversion.’’ 


“Tt is no exaggeration’’ he commented, ‘‘to say that 
the sacrament could not exist apart from the Church and 
the Church does not exist apart from the sacrament.’’ 


TO THE month-long gathering of more than 200 
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bishops on the issue of penance and reconciliation, 
Cardinal Bernardin proposed four steps to increase 
people’s understanding of the meaning of sacramentality 
in general and the sacrament of reconciliation in 
particular. 

These, he said, include: 


e Preaching and teaching on the need for forgiveness 
and its availability in the Church; 


e Encouragement of non-sacramental expressions of 
forgiveness; 


¢ Ongoing education to help priests be effective 
celebrants of the sacrament; and 


e ‘‘Encouragement of theologians to pursue a 
deeper, richer understanding of sacramentality, the 
sacramental character of the Church, and the sacrament 
of penance.”’ 


Cardinal Bernardin closed his talk by saying that many 
people today lack a sacramental understanding of the 
Church and “‘are afflicted with a two-dimensional view of 
religion and the interior life which places a narrow, even 
narcissistic emphasis on the relationship between the 
individual and God, without taking sufficiently into 
account the mediating, sacramental character of the 
Church and the divinely willed role of the sacraments. 

‘WHAT RESULTS” he said, ‘‘is an impoverished 
spirituality — graphically manifested in the evidence that 
many now seldom or never enjoy the rich spiritual 
benefits of penance.”’

eek Walesa, who was named. 1983 winner of the 
Nobel Peace Prize, has combined Polish nationalism and 
Roman Catholicism in organizing Polish labor. 


Poles on the streets of Warsaw expressed delight over 
Walesa’s winning a Nobel Prize, but Communist officials 
were dismayed. 


WALESA, 40-year-old founder of Poland’s now- 
outlawed Solidarity labor union, is the first Pole to win a 
Nobel Peace Prize, and only the second citizen of a Soviet 
Bloc country to win it. 


He was chosen for the prize because of his 
“*contribution, made with considerable personal sacrifice, 
to ensure the workers’ right to establish their own 
organizations,’’ the Nobel Committee in Oslo, Norway, 
said in announcing the award Oct. 5. 


The committee credited Walesa with attempting ‘‘to 
establish a dialogue between the organization he 
represents — Solidarity — and the authorities.’’ He had 
tried ‘‘to solve his country’s problems through 
negotiation and cooperation without resorting to 
violence,’’ the committee added. 


THE COMMITTEE predicted Walesa’s efforts will 
contribute to a relaxation of international tension. 


Walesa said from his home in Gdansk, Poland, that he 
did not regard the award as his own but as a gesture for all 
the Polish people. 


He had not decided on Oct. 5 whether he would travel 
to Oslo Dec. 10 to accept the prize but said he would 
discuss the matter with aides. He hinted that his wife 
Danuta might go in his place, evidently fearing the 
Communists would not let him return to his homeland. 


WALESA, WHO calls himself a faithful son of the 
Catholic Church, said he would donate the $192,000 from 
the prize to a proposed Church fund to help Polish 
agriculture. 


The Polish labor leader is a daily communicant and 
reportedly believes he is ‘‘destined by God for something 
big.’’ A crucifix is displayed wherever he speaks and he 
regularly wears a lapel pin picturing the Black Madonna 
of Czestochowa, patroness of Poland. 


His combination of Polish nationalism with a simple 
Catholic faith has been credited with attracting Poles to 
his cause. The election of Cardinal Karol Wojtyla of 
Cracow as Pope John Paul II in 1978 has also been cited 
as one of the events favoring the progress of Walesa’s 
work as a labor leader. 


POPE JOHN Paul held a private meeting with Walesa 
during the pope’s second trip to Poland, June 16-23.

THIS IS a remarkable honor for a remarkable leader 
in the cause of freedom and human rights,’’ Archbishop 
John R. Roach of St. Paul-Minneapolis, Minn., 
president of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, 
said while in Rome for the Synod of Bishops. 


“‘Catholics in the United States have for a long time 
deeply admired Lech Walesa and the Solidarity 
movement as symbols of fundamental values which 
transcend politics and ideology,’’ he said. 


There were mixed reactions to the prize in Poland. 


FATHER HENRYK Brunke, speaking for the Polish 
bishops’ press office, recalled that Polish emigre writer 
Czeslaw Milosz won a Nobel Prize for literature in 1980 
and said, ‘‘We are extremely pleased that in such a short 
space of time another Pole, Lech Walesa, has received so 
prestigious an award.”’ 


In Warsaw’s streets a 65-year-old construction 
engineer said ‘‘Walesa deserved it,’’ and a young 
Warsaw mother with two small children echoed that view. 

But a Polish air force colonel said, ‘‘This is a big 
misunderstanding.’’ ;

‘Church makes no apologies...’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The Church has ‘‘no 
apologies to make for failing to fit a political label’’ when 
it takes controversial stands on abortion and the nuclear 
arms race, Archbishop James A. Hickey of Washington 
told a group of public officials, lawyers and diplomats. 


The archbishop spoke at the Oct. 2 Red Mass, named 
after the traditional red robes worn by judges in the 
Middle Ages. The color red also symbolizes the Holy 
Spirit. 

THE PURPOSE of the annual Mass, sponsored by 
the John Carroll Society at St. Matthew’s Cathedral, was 


to invoke the Holy Spirit’s guidance on government 
officials. 


The Church’s stands on abortion and nuclear arms are 
not based ‘‘on some partisan goal or ideological 
program”’ but on the ‘‘fundamental dignity of the human 
person,’’ the archbishop said. 


Because of its defense of human rights, the Church 
faces criticism from some groups,, but must stand firm in 
its concerns, he said. 


‘SOME SAY we like your advocacy of arms control 
and the defense of the poor, but this constant drumbeat 
over abortion is misplaced and unenlightened,”’ he said. 


“Others applaud our defense of the unborn, but think 
we are naive when we talk about other threais to human 
life such as capital punishment, grinding }.overty and 
nuclear war,’’ the archbishop continued 


The Church, despite these criticisms. “has a special 
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obligation to raise its voice on behalf of the ‘the least of 
these,’’’-he said. 


THE ARCHBISHOP urged public officials to re- 
examine ‘‘public policies which may be eroding respect 
for human life and threatening the very survival of our 
world,”’ 


Calling public service ‘‘more than a job...a vocation,”’ 
Archbishop Hickey said that government is ‘‘an 
instrument to safeguard human rights and seek the 
common good.’’ 


Citing the increasing number of abortions, — the 
numbers of hungry and homeless people, and nuclear 
warheads ‘‘threatening so much of mankind,’’ the 
archbishop said that Jesus’ message of justice and peace is 
“‘far from realized.’’ 


HISTORICALLY, HE said, the Church has had a 
“right and duty”’ to speak out on the moral issues before 
government. “‘It is no less our obligation today,”’ he said. 


Members of the religious community, when engaged in 
public affairs, must provide competent analysis, informed 
debate, respect for the rights of others and a consistent 
concern for the common good, the archbishop said. 
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disgrace to the award,’’ he continued. 


In an initial reaction the deputy government 
spokesman in Warsaw, Andzej Konopacki, described the 
award as politically motivated. 


In Washington, White House deputy press secretary 
Larry Speakes said, ‘‘The president is gratified that Lech 
Walesa and all those in Poland who fought so long and 
hard for peaceful evolutionary change, including the right 
to form free trade unions, have been given the high 
recognition of the Nobel Peace Prize.’’ 


WALESA WAS born Sept. 29, 1943, in Popow, 
Poland, and attended a state vocational school in Lipno. 
After graduation he moved to Gdansk on Poland’s Baltic 
Coast to work as an electrician at the Lenin Shipyard. 


Walesa captured world attention in August 1980 when 
he emerged as head of the Gdansk shipyard workers’ 
protests. 


Work stoppages had occurred across Poland during the 
summer of 1980 to protest low wages and _ the 
government’s doubling of meat prices. The Lenin 
Shipyard was seized by strikers Aug. 14 and Walesa was 
soon chosen as strike leader. 


THE STRIKE spread beyond the Baltic region to 
involve over 300,000 workers and eventually led to 
workers and the Communist government signing the 
Gdansk Agreement, which granted Polish workers the 
right to form independent unions and to strike. 


Walesa’s bargaining skills were largely credited with 
securing the accord, the first such in a Soviet bloc 
country. 


In October 1980 Solidarity was legally registered as a 
union by a Warsaw court. At its high point, Solidarity 
grouped some 10 million of Poland’s 12 million workers. 


BUT THE workers’ gains were abolished in December 
1981 with the imposition of martial law. Walesa spend 11 
months in detention without a trial after the crackdown. 


Despite the banning of Solidarity, Walesa remains a 
rallying point for the Polish people but has been under 
fierce attack in the official Polish media. 


The Nobel fund, created by 19th century Swedish 
chemist and engineer Alfred B. Nobel, awards prizes in 
physics, chemistry, and physiology or medicine, 
literature, and world peace. 

MOTHER TERESA of Calcutta won the Nobel Peace 
Prize in 1979. The first peace prize to go to a Soviet-bloc 
citizen was awarded in 1975 to Russian dissident Andrei 
Sakharov.

of thing I’d really like to encourage,’’ he 
added.

It also is not a solution to a shortage of 
priests. ‘‘This is not a_ substitute 
priesthood. It’s a different ministry,’’ he 
added.

Scripture scholar Father Raymond 
Brown, said Bishop Maher. The 
emphasis was four-dimensional — 
ecclesial, pneumatological, eschatological 
and soteriological — in keeping with 
Vatican II’s vision of the Church itself as 
sacrament. The sacraments are correctly 
seen as personal encounters with Christ, 
not merely things, said the bishop. 


“‘Christ is the sacrament of the Father, 
the Church is the sacrament of Christ, 
Christ and His Church act through the 
sacraments,’ said the bishop. ‘‘His 
enduring love is given to us in the 
sacraments. Acts of Christ are made 
visible. The sacraments embody Christ’s 
life and actions. These saving acts of 
Christ become sacraments by the visible 
acts of the Church.”’ 


WHILE THE U.S. bishops’ 
classroom lectures and note-taking did 
not make the headlines, their visit 
coincided with several major 
pronouncements by Pope John Paul 
through. the Vatican’s doctrinal 
congregation.” 

The sharply worded statement that 
only an ordained priest can confect the 
Eucharist was obviously directed at the 


Dutch theologian Father Edward 
Schillebeeckx, although he was not 
mentioned by name. ‘‘It was not 


addressed to us at all,’’ said the bishop. 
“They came out and restated the teaching 
of the Church and stayed away from 
condemnation.”’ 


An equally strong reminder, by 
Cardinal Joseph Ratzinger, prefect of the 
Sacred Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith, that women cannot be ordained 
priests, was addressed specificially to the 
American Church, said the bishop. 


WHAT IS needed, however, said the 
bishop, is a discussion of women’s role in 
the Church and in society. “‘I think a 
strong statement needs to be made.”’ 

Having just delivered to Pope John 
Paul a five-year report on the state of the 
diocese, Bishop Maher says he does not 


think in terms of a specific agenda for the 
next five years. 


“You have to meet the needs of the 
people as you go along. We will do what is 
needed to meet these needs. People are 
becoming so involved that the great need 
now will be to keep them in service to 
others. That’s what RENEW is all about 
— developing faith, charity and love, will 
end up in great service to others.’’ 


WHILE SOMETHING like RENEW 
affirms the faith of the laity, they are not 
the only ones who need affirmation, said 
the bishop. 


“In my interview with the Holy 
Father, I said, ‘I want you to know that 
you are being heard throughout the 
world.’ I assured him that his voice was 
being heard by Catholics and people of all 
faiths. I especially stressed how much his 
strong moral leadership was appreciated 
and needed,”’ said Bishop Maher.

ROMA (NC) — EI Arzobispo Acille 
Silvestrini, Presidente del Consejo 
Vaticano para Asuntos Ptiblicos de la 
Iglesia, se reunid, el 30 de septiembre, 
con representantes de la alianza 
guerrillera de El Salvador, de acuerdo con 
un informe de Associated Press.

Guillermo Ungo y Salvador Samayoa, 
quienes representan a la alianza FDR- 
FMLN, opuesta al gobierno respaldado 
por los Estados Unidos, se negaron a 
comentar sobre el informe de la reunién 
con el Arzobispo Silvestrini.

TV: The bland, the banal, and the kute...

The new television season is underway, and since 
there’s no way of stopping it, let’s take a look at it, two or 
three shows at a time, beginning with the newly minted 
ones. 


Emerald Point N.A.S. (Mondays, 10 p.m., CBS). 
Dennis Weaver stars as Adm. Thomas Mallory, 
commander of a naval air station somewhere down on the 
Gulf of Mexico in this offspring of An Officer and a 
Gentleman and, most likely, Dynasty. Freud and King 
Lear also come into things since Mallory has three 
daughters. The youngest, like Lear’s Cordelia, is her 
father’s pride and joy, and an Annapolis graduate. 


CUBA IS just over the horizon, of course, and in the 
opening minutes of the first episode (Sept. 26) some Red 
pilots in MiGs loused up an aerial gunnery exercise. But 
then, though I was bracing myself for some John Wayne- 
style heroics, it soon became evident that the spirit of 
Emerald Point was make love, not war. 


International tension abruptly took. a backseat to 
domestic tension. Castro is a minor problem compared to 
Tom’s other cares, most of which have to do with sex. 


His oldest daughter, Celia (Susan Dey), who hates the 
Navy, married a man she didn’t love simply because, 
though he was in the Navy, he was a lawyer not a flyer. 
On the show’s opening night, she became quite distraught 
when her husband (Charles Frank) refused to leave the 
Navy to accept an offer from the_nasty, disgustingly rich, 
local J.R. — Harlan Adams (Patrick O’Neal). Pregnant 
for the first time after three years of marriage, Celia 
threatens to have an abortion. 


THE MAN she really loves, by the way, is pilot Lt. 
Simon Adams (Richard Dean Anderson), nasty Harlan’s 
decent, stouthearted son. - 


Mallory’s middle daughter, Kay (Stephanie Dunnam), 
who seemed altogether loving, turned on him when she 
learned he was convening a court martial to try a young 
flyer (Andrew Stevens) accused of killing a local man in a 
drunken brawl. 


Kay, you see, loves the young man but lost him to 
nasty Harlan Adams’s equally nasty daughter, Hilary 
(Sela Ward), who’s about to marry him. Kay knows, 
moreover, that the man he was supposed to have killed 
was Hilary’s lover. 


IF THAT’S not enough for poor Tom, and for you, 
there’s also the matter of a couple of thousand acres of 
public land that he needs for a new runway but which 
Harlan wants for a subdivision.

The first episode (Sept. 26) was devoted mainly to 
setting things up, and so perhaps should not be judged too 
harshly. The setting is the fictional town of River Bend, 
Mo., after the Korean War. Col. Potter, retired from the 
Army, finds civilian practice not to his liking and takes 
the job of chief of staff at Gen. Pershing Veterans 
Hospital. He is soon joined by Klinger and Father 
Mulcahy, as clerk and chaplain respectively. 


I DOUBT very much that the show will have anything 
like the appeal of its predecessor, even among those who 
go for the fragmented style of MASH which it carries on. 
For one thing bureaucratic despotism (personified in 
particular by a nasty woman supervisor) as something to 
fight the good fight against doesn’t have the same force as 
the mad absurdity of war. 


Christopher’ s Father Mulcahy is, I regret to say, as 
much a wimp as ever. But that of course is in keeping with 
the brand of liberal humanism that belongs to the MASH 
ethos. Religion is okay as long as it knows its place and 
doesn’t pretend to be significant. ; 


As for Oh Madeline (Tuesdays, 9:30, ABC), it’s below 
the level of even non-serious discussion. Madeline Kahn 
overacts dreadfully in an understandable but vain attempt 


to give mug-to-mug resuscitation to an inert domestic - 


sitcom. 


NOW LET?’S take a look at three more: one old; two 
new and not especially likely, I think, to get old. 


© Magnum, P.I (Thursdays, 8 p.m., CBS). 


This, of course, is the old one, starring personable Tom 
Selleck. I must confess that this episode (Sept. 29) was my 
introduction to the series, and perhaps it wasn’t typical. 
But what can you can say about watching Tom Selleck 
tread water for an hour and I’m speaking literally, not 
metaphorically, 


THE EPISODE begins with Selleck as Magnum out 
on the waves in some sort of frail craft, which a 
rampaging motorboat promptly upends. A _ current 
catches him and there’s no way to swim back to shore. His 
only hope is to get back to shore. So he begins to tread 
water and doesn’t stop until just before the final 
commercial, when his buddies, who don’t seem an 
especially bright bunch, finally notice he’s not around and 
launch a belated rescue operation some 20 hours later. 


We get flashbacks to relieve the monotony, but some of 
these are pretty monotonous themselves, notably one 
showing a six-year old Magnum proudly treading water 
for his father, a Navy pilot who would die in Korea. 


As it happened his father’s body came home on the 4th 
of July, and Magnum’s practice was to spend every 4th 
thereafter by himself in remembrance. What sustains him 
through his ordeal is the memory of his father’s 
confidence in him and his exhortations to him to push 
himself to the limit of his strength and endurance. 


SELLECK IS an extremely likeable performer, but 
even Gable, Burton and Olivier in their prime would 
have been hard put to make something out of such bland 
and sentimental material. 


One interesting point is that in circumstances such as 
Magnum found himself, even a practical atheist might 
feel the temptation to call on God. But not our hero. Real 
people may pray everyday, but you’re not likely to catch

anybody doing it-on prime timé commercial television. 
© Hardcasile and McCormick (Sundays, 8 p.m., ABC) 


Brian Keith stars as a crusty law-and-order judge 
(Hardcastle) who hires McCormick (Daniel Hugh-Kelly), 
an ex-convict, to help him, as far as I could gather, to doa 
little extra-curricular law enforcement. In the second 
episode (Oct. 2), it was a matter of catching red-handed a 
crooked parole officer who blackmails parolees to return 
to their criminal trade and split the loot with him. 


KEITH IS good, and Joe Pantoliano, who’s currently 


appearing in no less than three feature films, enlivens 


things as a victimized parolee. 


Car chases and flip dialogue figure prominently, and a 
tongue-in-cheek approach is probably meant to lessen any 
ideological implications. But there was no need to worry. 
The whole thing is too lame-brained to rise to the level of 
the controversial. Banal, mediocre fare. 


e Scarecrow and Mrs. King (Mondays, 8 p.m., CBS) 


In the premiere episode of this new series (Oct. 3), a 
CIA agent code-named Scarecrow (Bruce Boxleitner), 
hard-pressed by minions of the KGB, passes the 
inevitable package, not to a fellow agent, but to Kate 
Jackson, who plays a glamorous, recent divorcee, who is 
also a den mother to a Cub Scout pack. 


NATURALLY, SHE proves to be a whiz, and saves 
the Free World between cookie sales, moppet 
chauffeuring, and all those other tasks that fall to 
suburban mothers. 


The idea is fun-and-games against a background of 
intrigue, but it makes the James Bond movies seem like 
epics of high seriousness. The Bond concept, for my 
money, never succeeded in making light entertainment 
against a background of all those dead bodies, and this 
blithe-spirited, birdbrained effort fares far worse. 


As for Boxleitner and Ms. Jackson, it’s a matter of 
bland meets cute, a combination that may appeal to some, 
but, especially in view of the supremely simple-minded 
nature of the proceedings, is hardly enough to sustain 
attention for an hour. 


Capsule Film Review 

© The Right Stuff (Warners): The film version of Tom 
Wolfe’s celebrated story of the original seven astronauts 
has become an extraordinary film, which, all three-hours- 
plus of it, aspires to be nothing less than an American 
epic. And it comes so close to fulfilling the expectations it 
sets for itself that the difference hardly matters. It captures 
an authentic American legend of gallant endeavor in a 
style that’s at once respectful yet exuberant and which 
never once mistakes warts’ for substance — a lavishly 
entertaining and most inspiring film. Becaues of an 
unfortunate masturbation sequence, intended as a bit of 
comic relief during a section involving laboratory tests, 
The Right Stuff is mature fare, and the U.S. Catholic 
Conference has classified it A-III, adults.
